REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 17 and 20 are patentable over the prior art because of the steps of 
inserting into a volume of tissue a plurality of sampling device each comprising an 
isolate chamber having a volume less than 1 .2 cubic millimeters. These limitations 
viewed in light of claims 1 7 and 20 as a whole are not taught or suggested by the prior 
art either alone or in combination. 

These limitations serve to permit the device to collect a plurality of discrete small 
tissue samples with the plurality of sample device to perform various diagnostic tests, 
inducing determining the size of a lesion, while minimizing the tissue required to be 
removed from the body. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
